the last few years and heard plans 
outlined for their first annual ban­ 
quet to be held next Thursday eve­ 
ning at the Eagle hotel, when they 
gathered Thursday evening at the 
Biglerville auditorium for their reg­ 
ular M arch meeting. 
The meeting, which continued for 
nearly four hours, was more large­ 
ly attended than any session In re­ 
cent m onths 
It was estimated th a t 
more than 120 growers, represent­ 
ing the greater part of the fruit 
acreage in the county, were in a t­ 
tendance. 
The first part of the evening was 
turned over to Dr. R. S Kirby, ex­ 
tension pathologist from Pennsyl­ 
vania state 
college, 
who showed

W eather’s Effect on Fruit 
Doctor Kirby showed a number 
of charta and gave figures to Illus­ 
trate the am ount of disease control 
and plant injury received through 
the use of various spray mixtures 
and differing methods of applica­ 
tion 
The effect of weather condi­ 
tions on the diseases and the be­ 
haviour of the spray after applica­ 
tion was brought out. 
The speak­ 
er pointed to the abnormally hot 
and dry summer of 1936 and de­ 
clared th at while some fruit was 
actually “baked” on the sunny side 
of the tree by the high tem peratures 
last July, scab was being killed a t 
the same time 
He warned against 
spraying when the tem perature Is 
above 
85 
degrees 
and 
advised 
strongly against it when the m er­ 
cury is above 90 degrees in the 
shade. 
Doctor Kirby, basing his 
figures on weather records, predict­ 
ed tliat there will not be another 
summer as hot as tliat of 1936 in

Affair With *Great Italian’ 
Described in Woman's Diary 


Paris, March 19 (AP). — Police 
Thursday announced, discovery of an 
intimate diary of Mme. Madeline La 
Ferriere, 
brunette 
held 
for 
the 
shooting of Count Charles de Cham- 
brun, describing relations 
with a 
• great Italian statesman.” 
Extracts from the diary, read to 
newspaper men by Mme. Le Fer- 
riere’s lawyer in the presence of In ­ 
vestigating M agistrate Le Girard, 
told of secret meetings with the 
"great statesm an” in the inner re­ 
cesses of a famous Ionian palace. 
Diary Read 
One entry, as read by her lawyer, 
said: 
"Today he said ’Ethiopia no long­ 
er means anything to ma; now I only 
have the sweet memories of this un­ 
forgettable hour of love’.” 
The extracts which were read 
showed the love affair reached a 
climax in July, 1936. and after th at 
she was unsuccessful in seeing the 
"great statesman.” 
Their meetings, the diary recorded, 
always were arranged through a 
person. 
Count de Chambrun, wounded in 
the thigh as he boarded a train for 
Brussels Thursday, remained at a 
private hospital, where it was said 
his condition was not serious. 
Mme. La Ferriere was granted sev­ 
eral interviews by Premier Benito 
Mussolini while she was in Italy. 
Her diary, which police said threw 
further light on the mystery of the 
shooting, was sealed by authorities 
as evidence in the case. 
The prisoner, police said earlier, 
had declared she shot the count be- I 
cause he ‘‘betrayed my love” for a 
man “too famous to let me speak 
his name.” 
The diary, as outlined to the press, 
contained lengthy entries for each 
day, including the period from April 
to November, 1936. 


Mme. La Ferriere’s apartment was 
inspected by Investigating Magis­ 
trate Le Girard, who noted officially 
it "showed signs of singular disor­ 
der, as though visitors had gotten 
in. despite the placing of seals on 
it.” 
It was sealed by police shortly 
after the shooting occurred. 
Confided to Chambrun 
Her lawyer, however, said his cli­ 
ent explained the disorder, "attrib­ 
uting it to her great nervousness 
and the little care she took to leave 
it neat.” 
He added, "I already decided on 
the principal theme of my case. 
"She confided things to De Cham­ 
brun, asking his Word as ambassador 
that he not repeat them. 
"My client pretends—and I will 
uphold that version—that De Cham­ 
brun betrayed her confidence, thus 
breaking a great law of her life, a 
love which was exasperated, which 
she could not master and which led 
her to wound the one she held re­ 
sponsible for her despair.”
